BURGLAR DIES OF BURNS 


Had Bean Hired to Set Building 


Afire—Cashier and 


Pal Arrested. 


New York, August 8.—As a result 


of the alleged attempt to destroy the 
records of the Longiock Mills and 
ifllevator Company, in Jersey City, 
for the purpose of concealing a short- 
age of $2,500 in the accounts of Sam- 
uel Brown, the cashier, Broivn and 
Patrick J. Timmons, an expert ac- 
countant, are in jail there today un- 
der the charge of arson, conspiracy 
and manslaughter. 


The police hold a confession bear- 


ing Brown's signature, telling of his 
i)lans for the crime and naming Tim- 
mons, his good friend, as an accom- 
plice. 


Prank Walsh, known as "Light- 
ning," the burglar who was hired to 
do the job, died yesterday of burns in 
trying to carry out the scheme. 


Brown 
was arsested 
when 
he 


•eported for 
work. 
His employer 


told the police that experts had been 
xamining the accounts during the 
previous week and had set yesterday 
"or examining the books. 


Brown, after little resistance to the 


detectives' questions, told them he 
iad been short since January 1, and 
that Timmons 
had 
worked on the 


books as a friend for three months 
trying to cover up his tracks. 


Brown's alleged confession says in 
part: 


"About 1:30 Sunday I met Tim- 


mons in a saloon in Jersey City. We 
iad been talking about destroying 
the books for the past two months 
as I was short in my accounts. Tim- 
mons said he could get a man in 
Newark to do the job, and we took a 
trolley car to a Newark road house 
to meet the man. 


"Timmons left me there, but re- 
turned in half an hour with Walsh. 
The three of us took an automobile 
to Jersey City. 


"About 9:80 we went to the office 


of the Long Dock Mills. 
I opened 


the door and the three of us went 
in. I then opened the safe door and 
ook out three check books and the 
:ash book. 
Welsh held the books 


over the gas jet and set them on fire. 


"1 watched them set one book on 


Eire and then 1 left them there to go 
jack home in New York. 
I did not 


know anything about the fire until 
this morning." 


The police did not tell Brown, on 


arresting him, that Walsh had died 
n his attempt. 
Instead, they tried to 


aatter down his defense, and fail- 
ng, one of them finally said: 


"Walsh died at 5 o'clock this mor- 


ning." 


Brown gripped 
his 
chair. 
His 


breath came hard and his eyes start- 
ed. "My God," he said. "I can't have 
a man's d<'ath on my soul." 


Then he told his story. 
Timmons was arrested near Mb 


home In Newark. Intermittently the 
detedives have been at him all after- 
noon and night seeking to elicit a 
contession, but their efforts so far 
have been unsuccessful. 


The safe was 
found 
intact, al- 


though at first glance it was thought 
its doois had been blown from it.s 
hinges. 


There was no evidence of an ex- 


plosion, this liremen say, but plenty 
ol evidence to show that gasoline 
had boon used liberally. 
The books, 


however, although soaked with the 


lluid, were only charred about th 
edges. 


When Walsh was found by 
fin 


men with his eyes blown out and hi 
clothing all but burned from hi 
body, he said he had gone into th 
office, the dood being open, to sleei 
He was smoking a cigarette, he said 
fell asleep, and he supposed the cig 
arette set the place afire. At the hos> 
pital he was told that he would die o 
his burns.

was with him, "won't you tell us ho< 
it happened?" 


Walsh shook his head and straight 


ened out on his cot.

SPOTTED FEVER 


CARRIED BY TICKS 


The transmission ot" Rocky Moun- 


tain spotted fever by wood ticks was 
proven several years ago by Dr. How- 
ard T. Ricketts of Chicago, who later 
on died from typhus fever in the Citv 
of Mexico while investigating that 
disease. His death put a stop, for the 
time being, to his investigations, but 
they have recently been 
taken 
up 


again by Dr. Cooler of the Montana 
Experiment Station, who reports, in a 
recent bulletin, that there are prob- 
ably six varieties of wood ticks capa- 
ble of carrying the disease from ani- 
mal to man and that the length of life 
of the ticks is two years instead of 
one. as has heretofore been believed. 
Adult ticks feed chiefly on domestic 
animals, so that animals must be kept 
free from ticks for two 
consecutive 


years in order to prevent the develop- 
ment of spotted fever. Cooley has en- 
deavored to destroy the ticks on cattle 
bv dipping. As spotted fever is prev- 
alent in Montana, Idaho and large 
districts in western states, the pro- 
blem of the destruction of the ticks is 
a difficult one to solve. 
The Journal 


of the American Medical Association, 
in a recent issue, comments on 
the 


situation in the light of Dr. Cooley's 
experiments.

SENATE'S POWER TO 


DELAY BUSINESS 


The United States Senate sat in ex- 


traordinair session more than 
three 


months without transacting a solitary 
piece of business of wide importance 
except the passage of the joint resolu- 
tion for direct election of senators— 
•with an amendment that required fur- 
ther consideration of the measure by 
the house. 


Under the rules of the senate, any 


single member can delay legislation 
upon any subject as long as he pleases, 
provided his wind holds out. As to a 
considerable 
amount 
of 
business, 


unanimous consent must be obtained; 
a solitary objection causes postpone- 
ment. 


This system of course, hoightens the 


personal power of every senator. To 
be so situated that your solitary voice 
will stop legislation for 
the 
United 


States is rather alluring. Obviously it 
makes you a great personage. 
Quite 


as obviously it is not favorable to the 
dispatch of public business. 
It is a 


sort of graft, because it sacrifices the 
public interest for the 
personal ag- 


grandizement of ninety-odd gentlemen 
who are supposed to be public ser- 
vants. 


Naturally no senator likes to give up 


the personal power that accrues to him 
through "senatorial courtesy." A mo- 
tion to amend the senate rules would 
undoubtedly be the 
most 
unpopular 


one that could be presented to the up- 
per house; but, in view of public senti- 
ment on the subject, a sufficiently de- 
voted band of senatorial martyrs could 
put such a motion through. 


For the first time in 
many 
years 


taxing laws are being enforced impar- 
tially. During Republican administra- 
tions people of moderate, means were 
forced to pay taxes and a great many 
corporations paid none.

VALUATIONS 


FOR TAXATION 


Columbus, O. Aug. S. — Coal land 


valuations, 
aggregating 
$17,830,- 


623, have just been certified by 
the 


tax commission of Ohio to 
county 


auditors in counties where this min- 
eral abounds. 
This represents only 


the coal valuations where the miner- 
al right is separate from the 
land 


title and the coal is separately listed 
and assessed. 


The work of valuing these prop- 


erties was in connection 
with 
the 


quadrennial appraisement 
of 
real 


property. ln the cases 
where the 


title to the land and to the coal was 
in the same persons or corporations, 
the commission took care of the valu- 
ations when the real estate was cer- 
tified several 
weeks ago. Certain 


percentages were added to the val~ 
ue of lands in certain townships to 
cover the value of the coal underly- 
ing the land, which, in 
many 
in- 


stances the assessors neglected to 
take into account when they did the 
assessing. 


For months the commission 
has 


had a mineral land expert attached 
to its staff and has developed a great 
deal of coal land that had not here- 
tofore been on the duplicte. 
It has 


also caused to be separately 
listed 


a great deal of the coal that was be- 
ing overlooked by the assessors. Ad- 
ditions have had to be made in sev- 
eral counties in order that assess- 
ments might be uniform. 


The tax commission is of the opin- 


ion that in dealing with coal a tax 
on the output of the mines is better 
than^an ad valorem tax. If the op- 
erators were taxed on the coal they 
mine, at a reasonably high rate, more 
nearly an equal earning basis could 
be secured and at the same time the 
state would be reimbursed, in some 
measure at least, as its minerals are 
being exhausted. 


This action of the state tax com- 


mission is more 
evidence that 
no 


class of property will be favored in 
the work of appraising for taxation. 
It also shows that a diligent effort is 
being made to get all kinds of prop- 
erty on the tax duplicate.

evidently emanated 
from Seattle." 


said Director Smith, "and is based 
on an alleged interview with W. R. 
Calvert, a geologist of the Geological 
Survey. 
In a letter to 
the survey 


Mr. Calvert states that he refused to 
give out any statement. 


"What 
Mr. Calvert 
could 
have 


stated," said Director Smith, "is that 
the approximately 70.000.000 
acres 


of coal land in the west still belong- 
ing to the government would be ex- 
amined and classified by the Geolog- 
ical Survey as rapidly as the appro- 
priations made by congress will per- 
mit. 
The 14 survey parties in 
the 


field this year will be able to cover 
but a small portion oi this enormous 
area, inasmuch as th'e coal land sur- 
veys are made in very- accurate detail 
for the purpose of classifying and 
appraising the coal lands." 


Director Smith calls attention.how- 


ever, to the fact that' this entire coal 
land area, belonging to the govern- 
ment, is in fact open to full and free 
agricultural entry, the 
government 


reserving the coal rights only. Under 
the highly important Mondell Act of 
.Tune 22, 1910, separating 
surface 


and coal rights, any government coal 
land, however valuable for coal, may 
be entered by the home seeker 
for 


its surface farming rights. Thus the 
present coal land withdrawals and 
classifications do not operate to re- 
tard the home-making development 
of the west.

COMSTOCK LODE. 


How the World's 
Richest 
Silver 


Mines Were Discovered. 


"You've struck 
it 
boys." 
Thus 


said Henry Paige Comstock to Peter 
O'Riley and Patrick McLaughlin.who 
were his fellow prospectors in 
a 


search for gold in 
Six-Mile Canon, 


near the present Virginia City, the 
capital of Nebraska. 


Tne date was June 10, 1S59. In 


that remote spot in the 
American 


wilderness, by these three 
obscure 


men, was made on that day a discov- 
ery destined to affect the current of 
American politics for a score of years 
and to have for long a disturbing in- 
fluence on the world's finances. 


The thing which was "struck" on 


that June day of 1859 was the vein 
covering what came to be known as 
the Comstock lode, in which 
were 


hidden the richest deposits of silver- 
ever found anywhere on the globe! 
Their development, years afterward, 
simultaneously with the silver mines 
of 'Colorado, started the downward 
flood in the pi ice of silver, 
which 


broke 
the 
old ratio between 
the 


money metals, changed the monetary 
systems of the leading nations from 
the double to the single gold stand- 
ard, incited the movement beginning 
in 1877 under 
the 
leadership 
of 


Richard P. Bland, for the reopening 
of the mints to silver on the same 
terms as to gold; led hence to 
the 


passage of the Bland-Allison limited 
silver-coinage law of 1878, and 
to 


that of the Sherman silver-bullion- 
deposit act of 1890; and was the is- 
sue which split the two great parties 
and made havoc among the smaller 
ones in 1896, resulting in the act of 
1900, 
which gave statutory recogni- 


tion to the gold standard in the Unit- 
ed States.—Atlantic Monthly.

Council do not miscarry, the city wil 
issue bonds to take up the notes rep 
resenting the outstanding indebted- 
n^ss on the purchase price of the old 
waterworks plant 
which 
was pur- 


chased a year ago. The necessary 
preliminary legislation was taken o'i 
Monday night to issue bonds in the 
sum of $60,000 for this purpose. Ac- 
cording to Service Director Christian 
the city will not only save money bui 
they will immediately acquire com- 
plete 
legal 
possession of the old 


plant. The city will then be in posi- 
tion to dispose of it in any manner 
they see fit. 


The meeting Monday night was dis- 


posed of with a quickness and dis- 
patch that was pleasing to the swel- 
tering legislators, all of whom were 
anxious to get out of the 
stuffy 


council chamber and seek relief on 
cool porches or elsewhere. 


Besides a few other matters of rou- 


tine business, as predicted in Mon- 
day's Advocate, an ordinance was in- 
troduced and passed after suspen- 
sion of rules, to issue bonds to take 
up the notes amounting to $60,000 
which represent the indebtedness on 
the purchase price of the old water- 
works plant. 


It is the aim of 
the 
council to 


save the difference between the 6 
per cent interest on the notes and the 
four per cent interest on the bonds 
which it is proposed to issue. 
The 


ordinance provides that the revenue 
derived from the sale of water bt 
used in taking care of the interest 
and the matured bonds.

This work 


brought him to the attention of the 
proprietor of the Columbus Dispatch 
ind he rose steadily 
upon entering 


the services of that concern in 1890 
until he was the 
leading editorial 
writer when he left in 1896. 


From his father Dr. C. P. Landon, 


who w.as a civil war veteran, he in- 
herited a sturdy Republicanism, and 
he was usually active in behalf of 
those newspapers that espoused the 
Republican doctrine. From Columbus 
he went to Cincinnati, and after a 
period of local work for the Com- 
mercial Tribune, was sent to Wash- 
ington as its representative. Later, 
while at Washington, he took the po- 
sition of correspondent for the Cleve- 
land Leader. He also was employed 
on the Washington Post for a time. 


He was stationed in Washington 


during the McKinley administrations, 
and his personal acquaintance with 
the president and other Ohio poli- 
ticians and statesmen gave a higii 
value to his writings, 
which were 


conceded by those most directly con- 
cerned tp^be fair and accurate. 


The death of his brother Karl, who 


lad been Washington representative 
of the Cincinnati Enquirer, and his 
own weakened health caused him to 
give up his work for a considerable 
period and seek rest at home. Later, 
however he was persuaded to resume 
editorial work, and he piloted the ed- 
itorial department of the Ohio Sun 
until that paper suspended publica- 
tion. He was an editorial writer on 
The Press when it was changed to 
The News and 
continued with its 


staff until its end, although he had 
done little writing for more than a 
year past. 


Four years ago he was run down 


by an 
automobile in 
East Broad 
street and sustained severe injuries 
and a nervous shock. 


About a year ago he suffered an 
attack of typhoid fever, with compli- 
cations, and for a long while his life 
was despaired of. He never was vig- 
orous after that time. When he re- 
turned one day to the rooms of the 
paper where he was employed he had 


the grewiome •enisaUon of seeing his 
own obituary la type. 


Mr. uatidon was married while in 


Washington and his wife and their i 
son, 
Chauncey, make that city their 


home.

Mm. Landon, the mother of Hal D.
